3 . Oa the other hand. In the context of (UMEDYDM we shoul d consid e r the possibility 

that the KGB asked no* 03NOTO5T but alias *81888® to determine vfcich Germ a n , agency, 
or more likely, which American agency ran CAIgffi&L prior to defection. Whether 
this Is the case or noti it occurs to us that one seldom gets such a built-in 
opportunity to feed a reply to * prime suspect on the chance it may echo* You 
might, for instance, -Bonder aloud to alias PRIBgRB why the KGB did not also ask 
whe t her the Americans had run CAlETHflh, since the fact the American* axe returning 
him to Berlin for Interrogation probably has not escaped KGB notice* The KG B 
might well have assumed, you could point out, that largely by chance GA325TH&L got 
Into the wrong (West German) channels and, w ag left there tempor ar ily by the 
Americans out of «Bbarra 8 innent that CftlETB&L, though not previously earfaced to 
tfoBr west C teanang Vnrari ; rm nEtt a» at Veirfc CteznecL i Bj b ggBBte 

If, as might be anticipated, all a s w^wragw Inquires' whether' this was indeed 
the case, you could somewhat anxiously assure him you were merely wondering -thy 
the. KGB missed the theoretical possibility, — which sp eculation you would of 
course not want to be suggested in any way in UA 8 PBDpEP*s answer* A return of any 
part of this little exchange in identifiable farm from hostile source* would be 
most interesting* 

4* The possibility also occurs to us that alias IBSESES^s offering, may have quite 
another significance* Apparently CASSIA and UPSWING base not coordinated too well 
on CATICTHAT,, as is indicated in BONN 6815 and similar traffic* It is somewhat 
more than probable that UPSWING does not know all the details concerning the basis 
for CAVAEA’s turnover to the Americans of a source whose information is mainly of 
German interest* Though the logic and indeed necessity of such a turnover and 
return to Berlin may be entirely evident to us, the beads of this position might 
well appear In German eyes to be at best undue reliance upon legal niceties, 
unless soma other cogent factors were involved. Being imperfectly informed, or not 
crediting the- r easons,. UPSWING may think the Americans axe so insistent because 
they xen CAE 5 TH&L, and cue unlikely to admit it except possibly in reply to a 
provocative approach, which has now been tried through jfBIBSSN 1 * statement. On 
reflection, we think this reasoning Is scarcely strained from the German point 
of view, and Is in fact perhaps supported by alias BB3MSR‘s careful request for 
traces on gATSEEfih operational leads (EDOT 5533)* We know alias Bgpiss IS a con- 
genial guy, but still his stated anxiety in this case to "avoid interaervlce 
quibbling re which service entitled exploit leads" is scarcely consistent with 
his known impatience to get on with ops against the MfS.

FRBSSE® has volunteered, is the question of why the KGB rather than the Mfg is 
making the inquiry.
